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Education 
job losses 
inevitable 
says boss 

JOBS in Sandwell’s educa¬ 
tion department will ‘in¬ 
evitably’ be lost as more 
schools are turned into acad¬ 
emies, a finance chief has 
warned. 

Sandwell Council re¬ 
sources boss, Councillor 
Steve Eling, said with every 
new academy school open¬ 
ing, the less money the 
authority was receiving 
from central Government. 

And as the council has 
even less involvement in the 
running of schools, workers 
will face the axe, he said. 

It comes as a further two 
schools in the borough are 
due to open as academies 
from September. 

Of Sandwell’s 94 primary 
schools, six are academies 
while 88 are maintained. 

And of its 17 secondary 
schools, 11 are academies 
and six are maintained. 

The council expects two 
more primaries to convert to 
academies on September 1. 

Councillor Eling, cabinet 
member for strategic 
resources and deputy 
council leader, said: “As 
more schools become acade¬ 
mies the amount of money 
that the local education 
authority gets from Govern¬ 
ment goes down and that is 
causing a problem. If the 
Government provides less 
money, that is going to mean 
more job losses in the educa¬ 
tion department.” 

He added: “There will be 
inevitably more job losses.” 

Online chat 
with police 

THE new sergeant responsi¬ 
ble for neighbourhood polic¬ 
ing in West Bromwich town 
centre is inviting the public 
to question him about polic¬ 
ing tomorrow (Friday). 

Sgt Gavin Peever wants 
people to raise issues that 
affect them or their family as 
part of a live online web chat 
between 6pm and 7pm. 

There has been a 21.8 per 
cent reduction in crime in 
West Bromwich between 
April 2012 and March 2013 - 
435 fewer victims. 

The webchat will be avail¬ 
able on the Sandwell Police 
website under the ‘find out 
more’ section. 


Fines for parishioners parked at church scrapped 


ELDERLY and disabled worshippers, who 
were among people hit with parking fines 
while attending morning mass in Oldbury, 
have had their tickets cancelled. 

All of those who appealed against the £50 
fines, which they received when they were 
parked outside Our Lady and St Hubert’s 
Catholic Church, on the junction of Bleak- 
house Road and Wolverhampton Road,in 
May, will now have them scrapped. 

Those who appealed the fines received an 
email telling them of the good news. In it, 


Jaz Chahal, of APCOA Parking UK Ltd, on 
behalf of Sandwell Council, wrote: “Kira 
Fleck, the parking services manager has 
considered all the notices that were issued 
on the day and has exercised her discretion 
to cancel the notice. 

“Having taken into consideration the 
events of the day and listening to the church 
officials and the attendees, the need to 
accommodate bays for the disabled was 
identified. This was subsequently approved 
by the cabinet member Councillor Maria 


Crompton.” The email went on to reassure 
that funeral vehicles have special dispensa¬ 
tion to park outside. There was a furore 
when some churchgoers walked out of mass 
on Sunday, May 26, to find parking atten¬ 
dants writing up the fines. 

Those at the church said they were mysti¬ 
fied as to why they were being punished, as 
they had been parking in the same location 
for more than eight years. 

Furious pensioners, some in wheelchairs, 
pleaded for 30 minutes to have the penalty 


charges overturned but were refused. One of 
those hit with a fine was Mary Docker, aged 
59. She is one of those who appealed, and 
said she is delighted with the response. 

She said: “It was a distressing incident, as 
it was totally unnecessary for the parking 
attendants to have the attitudes they had.” 

Cabinet member for highways Councillor 
Crompton said: “We said at the time that 
officers would speak to the church and listen 
to the concerns of the churchgoers. That is 
exactly what we have done.”

THE son of a devoted Tipton couple who died in a road 
crash has spoken of his family’s devastation over the 
tragedy as a driver involved in the accident told an inquest 
there was nothing she could have done to avoid it. 


John and Betty Hodgkiss died following 
the smash on the A458 Bridgnorth to Stour¬ 
bridge at Wootton, Six Ashes. 

The couple, who lived in Bilston Road, had 
been married for 52 years. 

Their car collided with an Audi on a 
stretch of the road on June 7. Evidence sug¬ 
gested Mr Hodgkiss, 82, had lost control of 
the car as he negotiated a curve. 

The inquest on Tuesday heard this had 
caused their Ford Mondeo to drift over into 
the opposite lane. 

The other driver, Samantha Bowater, said 
in a written statement there was nothing 
she could have done to avoid the crash. 

She said: “I became aware of a black car 
coming from the opposite direction. Some¬ 
thing appeared wrong with the vehicle to 
me. It appeared to be snaking towards me, as 
if the driver had lost control.” 

Bang 

Mrs Bowater, from Bridgnorth, said she 
tried to move her car over to the left in the 
hope that the Ford might only strike the 
back of her car, but soon realised they would 
crash. 

“I heard and felt a massive bang,” she 
said. She spent two days in hospital because 
of her injuries, which still affect her today. 

Mr and Mrs Hodgkiss’s son David, who 
lives in Dudley, said: “It’s just a tragic acci¬ 
dent. It has devastated my family. 

“We feel sorry for the lady that was 
involved in the accident. We wouldn’t wish 
that on anyone. 

He added: “We did take some comfort in 
mum and dad passing away doing something

they loved. They loved being out and about 
and going for drives and that is what they 
were doing. Unfortunately it ended in 
tragedy. No apportioning blame or pointing 
the finger can bring them back.” 

Police accident investigator Constable 
Neil Williams told the inquest that the evi¬ 
dence suggested Mr Hodgkiss, had failed to 
negotiate the bend correctly. 

He said it could have been for a number of 
reasons including a temporary lack of atten¬ 
tion, misjudging the curve or the speed of 
the car, but there was insufficient evidence 
on which of these may have been a factor. 

Coroner Mr John Ellery recorded a 
verdict of accidental death. 


Takeaway 
change to 
shopping 
complex 

A NUMBER of takeaways 
could open at the £200 
million shopping centre that 
has transformed West 
Bromwich town centre. 

Tesco, which is behind the 
retail and leisure complex 
New Square, has been 
granted permission to have 
hot food takeaways after 
looking to widen its options 
for potential future clients. 

Planning bosses at 
Sandwell Council have given 
it permission to turn some of 
the remaining units into 
takeaways, as the previous 
permissions did not include 
hot food takeaways. 

In a report to the council, 
planning consultants Nath¬ 
aniel Lichfield and Partners, 
acting on behalf of Tesco, 
said the move was being 
made following inquiries 
retailers. 

The report stated: “Our 
client is continuing to 
receive commercial expres¬ 
sions of interest from 
prospective tenants to 
occupy the remaining 
vacant retail units within 
both phases one and two of 
the scheme. 

“The recent expressions 
of interest are from food and 
drink and hot food take¬ 
aways.” 

Despite permission being 
given, there is no word from 
Tesco as to which companies 
are asking about unit vacan¬ 
cies, or announcements as to 
who else may be moving in 
as a result of the planning 
consent.

A ROAD in Rowley Regis 
will be closed for a day so a 
defective manhole can be 
replaced. 

Part of Halesowen Street 
is set to be closed from 
9.30am to 3.30pm on 
Monday. 

Vehicles will be prevented 
from travelling between 
Bassano Road and the 
roundabout located at the 
entrance to the supermar¬ 
ket. 

Traffic will be diverted 
along Bassano Road, High 
Street, Long Lane, Homer 
Way and Halesowen Street.

A MAN has been jailed for child porn offences, 
while his wife has been spared a prison term 
for sexual assault in relation to a photograph 
involving a child. 

Stephen Gandy, aged 43, from Old Hill, appeared at Wo¬ 
lverhampton Crown Court charged with nine counts of 
making and possessing pornographic images of children. 


His wife Annette Storey, 
38, also appeared in court 
after admitting one count of 
sexual assault and has been 
ordered to stay away from 
anyone under the age of 18. 

Mr Nicholas Burn, prose¬ 
cuting, said police found the 
images after a search of the 
couple’s home in Elbow 
Street, and that they had 
been taken and downloaded 
between March and May 
2011. 

“There were indecent 
images found in the home 
and duplicate pictures of an 
image of a young girl,” he 
added. 

“There was also cam¬ 
corder and computer equip¬ 
ment and indecent images of 
children found on the hard- 
drive of a computer and on 
memory sticks. 

“There were also extreme 
images found on VHS cas¬ 
settes.” 

Control 

The court heard that 
Gandy, who suffers from 
Asperger’s syndrome, had 
been depressed at the time of 
the offences. 

Mr Michael Garrett, 
defending, told the court: 
“Mr Gandy can keep out of 
trouble when things are 
going well for him but when 
his fantasies come to the 
forefront, he is unable to 
exercise control over it.” 

Mr Andrew Baker, defend¬ 
ing, said Storey was easily 
led and did not present a risk 
on her own. 

Gandy, who has a previous 
conviction for making inde¬ 
cent images in 2006, was 
handed a four-year jail term

with a further six years on 
extended licence. 

He was also made the 
subject of a sexual offences 
prevention order. 

Storey was given a 36- 
month community supervi¬ 
sion order. 

She was ordered not to 
come into contact with chil¬ 
dren under the age of 18 or 
associate with other sex 
offenders with the exception 
of her husband. 

Judge Martin Walsh said 
Storey’s offence was ‘deeply 
troubling’, while Gandy 
posed a ‘significant risk to 
members of the public. 

“Mr Gandy downloaded 
images for sexual gratifica¬ 
tion, and I am satisfied that 
he fulfils the criteria for an 
extended sentence of 
imprisonment,” he added. 


Talks lead 
to work on 
Priory ruin 

WORK to preserve 12th cen¬ 
tury ruins in Sandwell, un¬ 
covered during a dig in the 
1980s, was set to begin this 
week following a series of 
negotiations. 

An agreement has been 
reached between Sandwell 
Council, English Heritage 
and Natural England to 
protect the Priory, in 
Sandwell Valley, West 
Bromwich 

The ruins are just yards 
from a small well, called The 
Sand Well, which the 
borough was named after 
when it was formed in 1974 
following the amalgamation 
of the boroughs of West 
Bromwich and Warley. 

The Priory ruins were 
exposed in the 1980s during 
an archaeological dig that 
revealed the walls of the 
original church and other 
associated buildings. 

In recent years staff at 
Sandwell Valley have 
worked to keep the site free 
from tree growth, but at 
times that has been difficult. 

Following negotiations 
between the council, 
English Heritage and Nat¬ 
ural England work will 
begin to help preserve the 
exposed remains of the 
Priory. 

Albion fan 
is assaulted 

A 68-YEAR-OLD West 
Bromwich Albion fan was 
assaulted while on his way to 
a match. He was wearing an 
Albion shirt while on his way 
to the Hawthorns for the 
Southampton match. 

The police appealed via 
Twitter, on their @WMPA1- 
bionFC account for informa¬ 
tion. They wrote: “A male 
got out of a car which was at 
the traffic lights and 
attacked 68-year-old male 
which resulted in some 
nasty injuries. 

“The 68-year-old was 
wearing an Albion shirt and 
the male in the car had been 
verbally abusing him. If 
anyone saw the incident 
please contact me, the 
injured party is a lovely gen¬ 
tleman that travels to every 
game home and away.” 

The incident happened on 
Holyhead Road, Hands- 
worth, between 12.30pm 
and 12.55pm on August 17.

Josh undergoes op on way to success 


A BRAVE teenager from West Bromwich has 
beaten a rare heart condition to land 11 A* grades 
in his GCSEs, and now wants to become a cardi¬ 
ologist to help others. 

Q3 Academy student Josh Dale, aged 16, was 
diagnosed with the rare Wolff-Parkinson-White 
Syndrome in 2011 after experiencing a serious 
heart palpitation. 

He was told the condition, which causes an 
abnormally fast heart rate and which develops in 
the womb, would mean he would have to be on 
tablets for the rest of his life. 

Although that helped the condition it meant 
Josh, from Windmill Crescent, West Bromwich, 
could not play any sport. 

That led the brave teenager to make the deci¬ 
sion to undergo keyhole surgery in March 2012. 


On top of that, Josh was half way through taking 
some of his GCSEs early. 

Josh said: “I was very scared. The morning of 
the operation the consultant sat me down and 
asked if I was really sure I wanted to go through 
with it. I said yes.” 

Cured 

Josh was back at school within three days and 
went on to get seven A* grades and one A grade. 
And now, after his second year of GCSEs, he has 
a total of 11 A* grades, two As and a distinction 
star in an applied science BTEC - the equivalent 
ofaGCSE A*. 

“I want to be a doctor, and do medicine at uni¬ 
versity. I want to give other people the happiness 
I had when I was cured of my condition.”

HUNDREDS of students 
across Sandwell have been 
celebrating their GCSE 
results, with schools 
bucking national down¬ 
ward trends in achieve¬ 
ment. 

The borough’s education chief 
Councillor Simon Hackett has 
praised the efforts of pupils and 
teachers, saying he hoped the 
borough will continue to see its 
year-on-year improvements. 

He said: “I want to pass on my 
congratulations to all those stu¬ 
dents receiving their GCSE results 
today, which follows years of hard 
work and determination. 

“I also thank all the teachers, 
school staff, parents and carers 
who’ve given our young people such 
fantastic support to do their very 
best. 

Better 

The proportion of students at 
Wood Green Academy, Wednesbury, 
gaining five or more A* to C grades 
jumped six percentage points to 90 
per cent. One of its star pupils, Chloe 
Maull, 16, from Wednesbury, got 13 
A* to C grades and hopes to become 
a teacher herself. 

She said: “I feel a lot better now 
I’ve got my results, I didn’t sleep 
much last night. The school has 
always been really helpful.” 

Leanne Stanfield, 16, also from 
Wednesbury, was another of those 
pleased with what she achieved. She 
said: “I’m really happy with my 
results, I’ve done better than I 
hoped. I’m really looking forward to 
moving on and seeing what the 
future holds.” 

Principal Pank Patel added: 
“GCSEs are the key to future learn¬ 
ing and employment. 

“We are delighted and incredibly 
proud of the achievements of Wood 
Green students, the vast majority of 
which will move seamlessly onto 
further education in the sixth form 
college or employment. “This is a 


marvellous day for everyone who is 
associated with Wood Green 
Academy and I would like to con¬ 
gratulate everybody who has been 
involved in helping these young 
people achieve their success.” 

Phoenix Collegiate in West 
Bromwich saw a huge 14 percentage 
point rise, to 87 per cent, in students 
gaining five or more A* to C grades, 
and a five percentage point rise to 50 
per cent in those achieving five or 
more A* to C grades including 
English and maths. 

Headteacher Gary Hill said: 
“These results confirm the Ofsted 
view that we are a rapidly improving 
school. We are delighted with the 
results of our students this year, 
results that reflect the hard work 
and dedication of everybody associ¬ 
ated with Phoenix.” 

Meanwhile, The ACE Academy in 
Tipton scored a big jump in students 
achieving five or more A* to C 


grades including English and maths, 
increasing 12 percentage points to 
50 per cent. Both English and maths 
results have improved. 

At Sandwell Academy, a third 
intake of students achieved 72 per 
cent gaining five or more A* to C 
grades at GCSE including English 
and maths, while 99 per cent of stu¬ 
dents achieved five or more A* to C 
GCSE grades. 

Proud 

Students from all backgrounds 
did equally as well, with 72 per cent 
of students on free school meals 
achieving five more A* to Cs includ¬ 
ing English and maths. Headteacher 
Simon Topper said: “I am over¬ 
whelmingly proud of their achieve¬ 
ments.” 

At Wodensborough Community 
Technology College, Wednesbury, 
there was a 10 per cent point rise in 
students celebrating five or more A* 


to C grades including English and 
maths, jumping to 43 per cent. The 
proportion of students with five or 
more A* to C grades rose to 84 per 
cent. 

There was five per centage point 
rise in students getting five or more 
A* to C grades including English 
and maths at George Salter 
Academy in West Bromwich, and the 
rise for five or more A* to C grades 
was three percentage points. 

Stuart Bathurst, Wednesbury, has 
had a 10 per cent point rise in five or 
more A* to C grades including 
English and maths, to 49 per cent, 
and achieved a huge 98 per cent 
gaining five or more A* to C grades. 

At Shireland Collegiate Academy 
in Smethwick, 58 per cent achieved 
give GCSEs A*-C including English 
and maths. Sir Mark Grundy, execu¬ 
tive principal, said: “These GCSE 
results with our post 16 results are 
the best in the school’s history.”

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Silver-only 
taxi policy 
may finish 

TAXIS in Sandwell will no 
longer be one colour under 
plans to improve the service. 

All private hire vehicles in 
are currently silver, but 
under new proposals differ¬ 
ent coloured cars will be able 
to become licensed. 

The one-colour measure 
was introduced to have a 
uniform service. However it 
is hoped that if there is an 
issue to resolve, cars will be 
more easily identified. 

Councillor Maria Cromp¬ 
ton, Sandwell’s cabinet 
member for highways and 
environment, said: “We are 
just looking at it at the 
moment.” 

She added the council was 
not certain the silver-only 
policy was needed as people 
should not rely on the colour 
of a vehicle as proof that it is 
a licensed taxi - they should 
make sure they look at the 
drivers’ badge for proof. 

She added introducing the 
new policy could make it 
safer for customers. 

Councillor Mahboob 
Hussain, cabinet member 
for town and neighbourhood 
services, said there were 
indications the silverpolicy 
was ‘not a brilliant idea’. 

Spokesman for Sandwell 
Taxi Association Onkar 
Basra said the review was 
welcome. 

“This would mean if some¬ 
body has a normal car they 
can use it as a taxi,” he said. 

Firms'skills 
in spotlight 

THE engineering expertise 
of firms in the Black 
Country has been show¬ 
cased as part of a two-day 
tour of the region. Invest 
Black Country has hosting 
the visit by the UK Trade & 
Investment services team. 

The nine-strong group

Major housing scheme for site of old offices 


NEWS 

in brief 


A FORMER office block that housed 
Sandwell Council staff will be transformed 
into flats under a new multi-million pound 
scheme. 

The council wants to team up with a 
developer to transform Shaftesbury House, 
West Bromwich into 40 flats. 

Workers moved out of the block as part of 
the authority’s office accommodation strat¬ 
egy which is saving millions of pounds a 
ear. Workers have already moved out of the 
uilding in High Street which was previ¬ 
ously leased by the council. 

The authority has since bought the build¬ 


ing and is hoping to find a developer to 
invest cash and make the proposal a reality. 

Borough finance boss Councillor Steve 
Eling said: “Shaftesbury House is likely to 
be converted into residential accommoda¬ 
tion. 

“Although we were renting it, we bought 
it because it cost us less than what we would 
have had to spend to get out of the lease, but 
it was worth it given that we have got the 
building and it has got a fair-sized piece of 
land with a car park out that back. 

“We are in discussion with a development 
partner to convert Shaftesbury House into 


flats and also for some new build housing on 
part of the car park. We don’t see that there 
is going to be demand for commercial office 
use at that end of West Bromwich so conver¬ 
sion is the best option.” 

Councillor Eling said initial estimates 
would see around 40 flats for the block. 

“We are looking to do a deal with a devel¬ 
oper as a partnership,” he added. “We would 
be looking for a developer to come in and do 
the conversion. Although they would more 
than likely be rented out, they would be on 
commercial rents rather than council flats.” 

As part of the council’s plans to save 


money on office costs, rent and business 
rates, around 1,000 staff are relocating. The 
streamlining is saving the authority around 
£2m a year. 

Staff have already been moved out of the 
municipal buildings in Rowley Regis as well 
as Development House, Shaftesbury House 
and Environment House. 

By the end of 2014, the council will have 
vacated eight of its larger office buildings, 
which will lead to the relocation of about 
1,000 staff and help the authority tighten its 
belt in the face of making savings of £100m 
by 2017. 


John, 88, is left angry over

A PENSIONER who has been left in the dark 
by overgrown trees outside his West 
Bromwich flat has been given a glimmer of 
hope after a visit by the landowner. 

Residents in St Clements Lane are furious after being left 
with an eyesore when a patch of land, owned by the devel¬ 
opers of maisonettes built opposite, was left to become over¬ 
grown. Some cannot see out of their windows for the 
greenery and claim the site is so bad it is attracting vermin. 


Health jobs 
project up 
for honour 

A PROJECT set up to help 
fill health jobs in the Black 
Country has been 
announced as a finalist in a 
top awards ceremony. 

Learning Works was set 
up following a review of how 
vacancies at Sandwell, City 
and Rowley Regis hospitals 
and Sandwell community 
health services are filled, 
including who fills vacancies 
and how to resolve issues 
surrounding unfilled hard- 
to-recruit posts. 

The project, which is 
based in Unett Street, 
Smethwick, was designed to 
sustain recruitment and 
succession planning to 
encourage local people into 
long term careers in the 
health service. 

It is now a finalist in the 
workforce category of the 
Health Service Journal 
awards. Jim Pollitt, head of 
learning and development, 
said they were extremely 
proud as the awards 
received more 1,000 entries. 

“The Learning Works is 
unique to the NHS in that it 
is a dedicated centre for 
helping the local community 
access employment opportu¬ 
nities in the NHS,” he said. 


One resident, 88-year-old 
John Evans, lives next to the 
site and had been campaign¬ 
ing to get the trees removed 
and has written to the devel¬ 
oper and Sandwell Ccouncil 
calling for action. 

He said: “What’s going on 
is absolutely disgusting.” 

But now Mr Evans said 
landowner Julian Timmins, 
of Chorley Developments, 
had been out to see the sight. 

Mr Evans said: “He has 
been out and was quite sur¬ 
prised by how overgrown it 
had become and has said he 
will get something done. 

“Hopefully it’s a step in 
the right direction." 

Placed 

Trees tower over the flats 
and shrubbery is so high res¬ 
idents cannot see out of 
their windows. 

The grandfather-of-two 
said: “It’s diabolical the way 
it’s been left. Nobody wants 
to do anything about it.” 

He claimed the council 
told him it had placed an 
order on the developer to 
clear up the land or face 
going to court. 

Mr Evans, who has lived 
in his flat for more than 20 
years, said it had got to the 
point now where he felt he 
should not have to pay 
council tax because he was 
not getting any help . 

Councillor Mahboob 
Hussain, cabinet member 
for neighbourhood services 
at Sandwell Council and MP 
Tom Watson have said they 
he will look into the matter.

The work is due to 
last until November. 

National Grid engi¬ 
neers are replacing an 
ageing gas pipe. Work has 
already started close to 
the junction of City Road 
and Rotten Park Road. 

Work will move along 
the City Road toward 
Dudley Road until Nov¬ 
ember and the temporary 
traffic lights will be re¬ 
sited. The pipes to individ¬ 
ual properties will also be 
replaced, temporarily cut¬ 
ting supplies.

The 
disused Round Oak pub in 
Brierley Hill is a disgrace. 

A building of some architec¬ 
tural merit due to its interest¬ 
ing Art Deco features, it now 
lies derelict and has become a 
target for arsonists since it 
closed more than 20 years 
ago. 

Businessman Jon Thomp¬ 
son wants to spend £200,000 
renovating this building so he 
can operate a home furnish¬ 
ing shop from the site, but 
says his plans are being 
thwarted by the ‘impossible’ 
demands by council officials. 

Charging points for electric 
cars and parking for motorcy¬ 
cles, not to mention showers 
and a changing room for 
people wanting to cycle to 
work, are among the wackier 
requests the council has 
made. 

Mr Thompson has now 
been told that a decision 
should be made this week, so 
hopefully the matter will finally 
be put to bed. 

But suppose Mr Thompson 
went along with all this non¬ 
sense. Are we to expect 
hoardes of motorcyclists 
zipping through the streets of 
the Black Country with flat 
pack furniture strapped onto 
their backs? Probably not. 
Will there be a stampede of 
folk wanting to charge their 
electric cars while they 
browse the range of occa¬ 
sional chairs? 

The explanation given by 
Councillor Miss Judy Foster, 
who I had always considered 
to be a thoroughly good egg, 
is as depressing as it is famil¬ 
iar. 

Maintain 

“With regard to the electric 
car charging points and 
shower facilities for staff 
cycling to work, this is part of 
our ongoing work to promote 
more sustainable ways to 
travel to work,” she says. 

Of course it is. That sen¬ 
tence just sums up what is so 
wrong with local government 
today. 

The role of the local council 
is not to influence how we get 
to work. It is not to tell us what 
we should eat. The role of the 
council is to maintain the 
roads, keep our streets tidy, 
and to empty the bins. 
Without nosing around to 
check we aren't putting the 
wrong sort of rubbish in them. 

And when a business plans 
to spend £200,000 renovating 
an eyesore property, smarten¬ 
ing up an important approach 
to a struggling town centre, 
and creating 10 jobs, the 
council should be rolling out 
the red carpet, not dishing out 
lectures on 'sustainable 
transport to work'.

Magician who aims 
to make his Mark

A present at the age of seven 
started Mark’s passion for 
magic, as he explains to 

CHARLOTTE LILLEY 


IT started with a Paul Daniels 
magic set at the age of seven 
and now 23 years later, Mark 
Willis is performing his own 
tricks as a part-time magician. 

The 30-year-old estate agent from 
Dudley has been a fan of magic ever 
since his grandfather introduced him 
to it as a child. 

Since then he has performed to hun¬ 
dreds of people at weddings and parties 
across the region. He says: “My grandfa¬ 
ther gave me the magic set as a present 
and from that moment on I was hooked. 

“As a child I would put on shows for my 
all family and friends and I used to love 
seeing their reaction. I enjoy performing, 
and entertaining people and making them 
laugh, even if it’s at my own expense. 

Amazed 

“These days I rarely go anywhere 
without a deck of cards. I perform at wed¬ 
dings, birthdays, clubs and private parties 
and it is great to see people look amazed 
and hear them say ‘how does he do that?”’ 

Mr Willis, who works for Connells 
Estate Agents in Wolverhampton, juggles 
his performances around work and often 
practises on his friends and colleagues. 

“My boss is a big fan of magic and when¬ 
ever we have a work party, he asks me to 
bring some of my equipment along to 
entertain people,” he says. 

“There isn’t an age limit on magic and I 
think it is becoming more and more 
popular, especially with people like TV 
magician of the moment, Dynamo, putting 


it back in the spotlight. Sometimes I 
even get people ask me to perform some 
of his tricks and walk through walls or 
levitate. 

“I tend to look up to magicians such 
as Houdini and Dai Vernon, who were 
able to captivate people’s imaginations 
with their tricks. 

“I read a lot of their material to get 
some ideas and I try to include some of 
their skills in my act. ” 

Unlike Paul Daniels, you won’t find 
any bunny rabbits hopping out of hats 
or a glamorous assistant resembling 
the lovely Debbie McGee, being sawed 
in half in Mr Willis’ act. 

Magic Mark, as he goes by when he is 


performing, prefers to show off his 
tricks up close in front of people. 

“I like tricks where you make some¬ 
thing change hands or places. It really 
baffles people when they see it happen 
right before their eyes and they 
instantly want to know how it is done,” 
he says, “but of course a good magician 
never reveals his tricks. 

“My girlfriend would never put 
herself forward to be my assistant and 
she definitely wouldn’t let me attempt 
to saw her in half. She is very support¬ 
ive of me and she much prefers to take 
a back seat and watch rather than take 
part.” 

Mr Willis spends time working on 


new tricks after work and during the 
weekends and says he wouldn’t rule out 
a performance on Penn and Teller’s hit 
TV show Fool Us. 

The ITV magic show challenges magi¬ 
cians to perform in front of the American 
duo and if they can fool them with one of 
their tricks, they win a five-star trip to 
Las Vegas to perform as their opening 
act. 

“I have considered going on Penn and 
Teller to see if I could fool them, although 
it looks really difficult because they are 
just so good at what they do,” says Mr 
Willis. 

“At the minute I am working on a new 
trick and I have a feeling it might puzzle 
them if I ever got the chance to perform 
it in front of them.” 

But even the greatest of magicians can 
sometimes get it wrong and Mr Willis 
admits he is no exception. 

He says: “Sometimes you might 
perform a trick to a group of people and 
it does not go as well as you had hoped. 

Mistakes 

“People might see or realise how you 
did something but like anything in life, 
you learn from your mistakes, have a 
little laugh at yourself and move on and 
later you can figure out ways to 
improve.” 

So what’s next in his box of tricks? Can 
we ever expect see him on a world stage 
performing his mind-bending tricks to 
thousands? 

He says: “If I ever had the opportunity 
to become a full-time magician and if I 
could afford it, then I would take it. 

“However, I enjoy performing at wed¬ 
dings and parties and I enjoy my job as an 
estate agent. I am lucky that my family 
and friends are so supportive of me and I 
am thankful that they let me practise my 
tricks on them.”

My unemployed son was 
put on an access to appren¬ 
ticeship at LATA, interview 
was arranged by EOS (work 
programme). If he didn’t 
attend, his job seekers 
allowance (JSA) would stop 
as it is mandatory. 

While my son was at LATA 
he worked from 8.30am to 
3pm, Monday to Friday and 
LATA paid him £30 for 
travel and £20 for atten¬ 
dance a week - less than 
what he was getting on JSA). 

His weekly outgoings 
were travel £19.50, council 
tax £13.37 and rent £14.71 - 
£47.58 out of the £50. He 
only had £2.42, which at 22 
years old is impossible to live 
on. Discretionary housing 
payment was denied. 

He was getting £56.80 a 
week on JSA, which it said is 
need to live, and he didn’t 
have to pay rent or council 
tax. Any help would be 
greatly appreciated.

Town hall gets 30,000th 
now for £500k spruce-up

WEDNESBURY Town Hall is in 
line for a £500,000 invest¬ 
ment, under new plans to 
spruce it up and open it up for 
more use. 

Sandwell Council intends to spend 
£300,000 relocating staff from its 
housing department to the town hall, 
which has just celebrated welcoming 
its 30,000th visitor through its doors in 
just 12 months. 

Just a year ago, fewer than 1,000 
people were visiting the building on an 
annual basis. But since the venue 
started to be used for community 
shows organised by the group Wednes¬ 
bury Celebrates, visitor figures have 
soared. 

And the 30,000th visitor, 72-year-old 
Jean Woodhouse with her husband 
Wilfred, 69, who attended last week’s 
evening of entertainment at the venue, 
was given a bottle of bubbly and a 
holiday to Wales. 

Mrs Woodhouse, a grandmother of 
10, said: “I was so shocked. 

Apart 

“We were just going along for our 
monthly Thursday night. When we 
walked in all these people started 
closing in, and someone gave us flowers 
and champagne.” 

Apart from the £500,000, the council 
will also spend a further £200,000 on 
improving facilities for community 
groups. 

Work will start within weeks and is 
due to be completed in the new year. 

Councillor Mahboob Hussain, 
deputy leader at Sandwell Council and 
cabinet member for town and neigh¬ 
bourhood services, said: “We have seen 
a lot of activities with the community 
using the town hall and we will be 
doing quite a lot of repair work to the 
building. 

“It has already been agreed to spend 
£300,000 for the housing department 


to move and a further £200,000 where 
we will be encouraging local commu¬ 
nity groups to use that.” 

Councillor Hussain said a meeting 
had been held with local councillors 
Elaine Costigan, Olwen Jones and Pam 
Hughes where they had called for 
investment to be made into the Holy- 
head Road-based hall and the work was 
in response to the demand. 

Councillor Hussain added: “I have 
recently had a review of the town halls 
in Wednesbury and West Bromwich as 
to what usage they can have. 

“In Wednesbury it is well-used as a 
community place so we will encourage 
more community use, whereas in West 
Bromwich it is a completely different 
story and it is more events. 

“Because the town hall hasn’t been 
used for many years and never received 
any investment it will be offices, deco¬ 


rating, moving computer equipment 
and replacing the kitchen.” 

Around 20 housing staff based in 
portable buildings in Wednesbury 
town centre will be moved into their 
new home early next year. 

In May Councillor Hussain said West 
Bromwich town hall in High Street had 
been earmarked as a comedy and 
entertainment venue. 

The potential to use the Grade II 
listed building as office space for 
council staff was also being looked at 
by the council. 

Council bosses said earlier this year 
they hoped to turn the West Bromwich 
building into a venue to rival Wolver¬ 
hampton’s Civic Hall and invest cash 
into installing music and lighting 
systems. 

The Grade II-listed West Bromwich 
Town Hall dates back to 1874.

A HEARTBROKEN widow is delivering the 
dying wish of her husband by raising thou¬ 
sands more pounds for charity - with the 
help of dozens of family members who com¬ 
pleted a 21-mile charity walk. 

Laura Halloran organised the walk by 100 
people from The Coach and Horses pub in 
West Bromwich to the Black Boy Hotel in 
Bewdley. 

It followed the death of her husband 
Stefan, who, aged just 29, lost a third battle 
against cancer in May. 

Mr Halloran had beat off the cancer twice 
since a brain tumour was found in his head 
in 2007 - but in April two returned and 
although one was removed, he died from 
bleeding on the brain. 

Before he died, he raised £14,000 for 
Brain Tumour UK, and on his death bed he 


asked his wife to continue the family efforts 
in giving cash to the charity. Mrs Halloran 
met his request and organised the walk, 
which included the couple’s son Jake, aged 
three, who walked from West Bromwich to 
Dudley Castle as part of the challenge. 

He dressed as Ironman in memory of his 
father, who he nicknamed the hero because 
he would bounce back from the tumours 
found on his brain. 

Mrs Halloran said: “It was a great effort 
by the team - they set off at 8.30am and 
arrived in Bewdley before 8pm, I’m proud of 
them all.” 

The family held a funeral for Stefan on 
May 17, adding £3,000 to the £14,000 
already raised. Among Stefan’s fundraising 
activities was a 22-mile walk from Hateley 
Heath to Bridgnorth.

Burglars smash ceiling 


BURGLARS smashed 
through the ceiling of an 
Oldbury newsagents and 
made off with £1,500 in cash 
and thousands of pounds 
worth of cigarettes and 
spirits. 

They got into an empty 
flat above Rood End News 
and then tore away floor¬ 
boards before climbing 
down into the shop. 

More than £1,000 damage 
has been caused, and owner 
Jass Sidhu has spent hours 
cleaning up the mess. 

The 36-year-old, who has 
run the shop for 18 months, 
said he arrived at 6.30am on 
Sunday and was shocked to 
find the ceiling had col¬ 
lapsed. 

He said: “I wondered 
what had happened, and I 
couldn’t understand why 
the ceiling was like that, but 
then I realised someone had 
broken in. 

“The flat has been empty 
for about four weeks.” 

The burglars took £2,000 
worth of cigarettes and 
spirits from the shop in 
Rood End Road. Two men 
were seen walking on roofs 
of nearby properties at 2am, 
Mr Sidhu said. 

A man with his face 
covered was seen on CCTV 
rifling through the shelves 
and making off with tobacco 
and cigarettes.

JOBSEEKERS in Sandwell have 
set up more than 220 businesses 
thanks to a Government scheme 
for unemployed people. 

Hundreds of people have taken advantage 
of the New Enterprise Allowance which 
gives them cash to get their ideas off the 
ground. 

Latest borough unemployment figures 
showed the number of people claiming Job¬ 
seekers Allowance in Sandwell in July was 
down by 356, the biggest drop in the Black 
Country, to 12,747 or 6.5 per cent of the 
working population. 

Across the country, more than 26,000 
businesses have been established since the 
allowance was introduced in 2011. 

The scheme offers mentoring and finan¬ 
cial support to jobseekers who want to start 
up their own business, helping people who 
have previously been on benefits turn their 
ideas into successful enterprises. 

Hope 

Beneficiaries come from all ages, with 
more than 6,000 businesses started by 
people aged 50 or over, while almost 4,000 
disabled people were also helped. 

Employment Minister Mark Hoban said: 
“Every month, we are successfully support¬ 
ing around 2,000 jobseekers to get off bene¬ 
fits and start their own business so that they 
can fulfil their aspiration to look after them¬ 
selves and their families. 

“In Sandwell, 220 jobseekers have set up 
their own business, and I hope many more 
will follow.” 

Councillor Ian Jones, cabinet member for 
jobs and economy said the initiative built on 
the success of similar previous policies. 

“I think there are a lot of people out there 
who would like to give something like this a 
try, but setting up a business can be diffi¬ 
cult,” he said. 

“Funding like this provides the security 
most people need and is a great encourage¬ 
ment for jobseekers.”

SUPPORTING Wolverhampton 
Wanderers has not been easy in 
the past few years - but at least 
fans have not had to suffer the 
humiliation of a 21-0 defeat. 

Yet 40 years ago the Daily Mail 
reported the boys in old gold and black 
had lost by that score in a pre-season 
friendly in Germany. 

It turned out German side SVW Mainz had 
indeed beaten a team from Wolverhampton, 
but it was not the one featuring Dave 
Wagstaffe, John Richards and Derek 
Dougan. 

Representing the city on that day in the 
summer of 1973 were Oxbarn Social from 
division seven of the Wolverhampton 
Sunday league. 

As former player John Shorthouse 
explains, it all started out as a case of mis¬ 
taken identity. “Our manager Ron Parker 
decided to organise a two-week holiday in 
Germany as a treat for all the players and 
their wives,” he said. 

“He wrote to a few towns trying to set up 
matches while we were there, and the mayor 
of Mainz wrote back offering us a game 
against a local side called SVW Mainz. 

“Obviously something got lost in transla¬ 
tion, as the mayor thought he was welcoming 
Wolverhampton Wanderers to the town!” 

John, who is now 62, had got married the 
previous month so the trip was not just a 
holiday but a honeymoon. 

He said: “There were two of us who had 
recently tied the knot, so everyone was 
looking forward to a bit of a celebration.” 

After a nightmare two-day journey involv¬ 
ing a broken down coach, the players eventu¬ 
ally arrived in Mainz where they started to 


notice huge posters advertising a match 
against Wolverhampton. John, who is the 
nephew of Wolves legend Bill Shorthouse, 
says players and officials alike started to 
realise something was amiss. 

“We finally pulled up outside a large 
stadium with floodlights and there were 
people queuing up to pay money at the turn¬ 
stiles. “This was strange to see as no-one had 


ever paid to watch us play before! 

“Then after getting changed on the coach 
we ran out onto the pitch and there must 
have been at least 2,000 people there - that’s 
about 1,990 more than we usually had at our 
games!” 

Although not one of Germany’s top teams, 
SVW Mainz were a fully-professional side 
who played in the country’s third division. 


The chasm in the difference of class with 
Wolverhampton’s non-league seventh tier 
became evident within minutes of the game 
kicking off. 

“It was no contest really from the moment 
the ref blew his whistle,” said John, who 
grew up in Parkfields. 

With Oxbarn trailing 10-0 at half time, 
some of the players started pleading with the 
manager to take them off. 

“None of us wanted to go out for the second 
half because it was embarrassing, but we had 
no substitutes and our manager actually 
played in the match,” said John. 

With the hosts racking up a cricket score, 
Oxbarn keeper ‘Big’ Roger Titley took 
matters into his own hands by attempting to 
hide the ball up the back of his jersey. 

Drinking 

But it was all to no avail, and the German 
side eventually ran out 21-0 winners. 

According to John, the Oxbarn players 
managed to regain their dignity at the post¬ 
match civic reception. 

“They may have been better than us at 
football, but we absolutely murdered them at 
drinking!” 

John went on to manage Oxbarn in the late 
1970s, guiding the club to successive promo¬ 
tions as they reached the first tier of the local 
non-league circuit. 

Meanwhile the real Wolverhampton Wan¬ 
derers tasted success of their own later that 
season, beating Manchester City 2-1 in the 
League Cup final. 

Their German opponents are unlikely to 
forget Oxbarn, as an official record of the 
game appears in the Official History of SVW 
Mainz. 

As John concludes: “They were expecting 
a first division side in old gold and black, but 
what they got was a non-league team in 
green and black stripes!”

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Manjot hears about the 
spread of Raspberry-Pi

A SMETHWICK student has double reasons for celebra¬ 
tions, not only has he gained four straight As in his A-level 
exams but he has also been invited to Cambridge University 
to meet the inventor of the successful Raspberry-Pi, a tiny 
low-cost computer that is transforming the way students 
across the world learn about computer science and coding. 

Manjot Singh, a Shireland Collegiate Academy Post 16 
student, was overwhelmed to be meet Eben Upton, who 
with two other founders, came about the idea for a tiny and 
cheap computer for children designed to plug into things 
you already own in 2006. Now more than a million have 
been sold around the world. 

Shireland has created a computer science pathway to 
support pupils from Year 5 to Post 16 and incorporates a 
variety of coding software and devices such as Raspberry- 
Pi. Director of e-learning Kirsty Tonks said: “The idea with 
our pathway is to get pupils interested in what goes on 
behind some of the technology we now take for granted in 
our everyday lives. We have real shortage of students taking 
computer science at universities across the UK and yet it is 
a field where there is a real prospect for employment.” 

Manjot is now considering either Cambridge or Oxford 
for a future in medicine. 

Council wary on 
developers' levy 


MILLIONS of pounds of 
development money could 
be on its way to Sandwell 
Council thanks to a new 
compulsory charge. 

But bosses said the 
charge, which is being 
brought in by a change to 
legislation, will benefit only 
a small portion of the 
borough. 

Around £1.7 million could 
be raised by the new Com¬ 
munity Infrastructure Levy 
by 2021, with itrising to 
around £2.2m by 2026. 

It is a charge to developers 
building in the borough, 
which can be spent on proj¬ 
ects such as roads, public 
transport, open spaces or 
health centres, to aid or 
enable current or future 
developments. 

But because of the rules 
over which developments 
the levy can be charged, 
there are only a few in the 


the borough which will raise 
any income - retail develop¬ 
ments borough-wide, or res¬ 
idential developments in 
certain parts of the borough. 

Councillor Ian Jones, 
cabinet member for jobs and 
economy, said the levy 
appeared to be designed to 
benefit more ‘elite’ areas. 

He said: “This is some¬ 
thing that’s been put 
forward by central govern¬ 
ment, and it would probably 
be more beneficial for pros¬ 
perous areas in the south. 

“It will help in elite 
suburbs and prosperous 
areas in the country, but not 
those in need in Sandwell. 
But we have to do it.” 

Currently, developers and 
local authorities negotiate 
and agree upon ‘section 106’ 
money, which is paid to 
councils for them to spend 
on things such as schools 
and public art.

TOP West Midlands law firm 
Challinors has gone into adminis¬ 
tration with the loss of 46 jobs. 

Offices in West Bromwich, Halesowen 
and Wolverhampton closed last week, with 
only the Birmingham head office remaining 
open as the operation is wound down. 

The longstanding legal practice employed 
200 in seven offices. The exact number of 
redundancies is yet to be confirmed. 

Administrators said tightening financial 
regulations in the legal industry, plus the 
reduction in funding for legal aid, had left 
the firm with debts of about £11.4 million. 

It filed notice of intention to appoint an 
administrator last month. Insolvency prac¬ 
titioners RSM Tenon have taken over. 

Joint administrator Andrew Hosking said 
that books of business had been sold to 
established Birmingham-based law firms 
Shoosmiths and Clarke Wilmott. 

“A number of staff have joined those two 
firms,” he said, adding that a small number 
of Challinors staff had been retained to 
assist with the run-off of the business. 

Possible 

He said it was possible the Halesowen 
office, Hyefield House, Hagley Road, might 
be sold, but it was unlikely buyers for the 
other offices, including Queen Street, 
Wolverhampton, and Cronehills Linkway, 
West Bromwich, would be found. 

“Sadly a number of staff have been made 
redundant,” he added. 

The firm’s personal injury work has been 
sold to Liverpool firm SGI Legal. 

Mr Hosking added: “Challinors, like 
other firms in the legal profession, has faced 
a tightening of financial regulations.”

A PRIEST has branded thieves despi¬ 
cable after border stones from graves 
in his churchyard were stolen. 

Father Leonard Cox, from St Peter’s Church, 
Greets Green, West Bromwich, has appealed for 
the return of the marble stone, some of which are 
likely to have descriptions of who is buried there. 

Visitors to the churchyard, on Whitehall Road, 
raised the alarm after noticing some marble 
stones had gone missing from one of the graves, 
and on closer inspection it was discovered around 
eight or 10 graves had been targeted. 

The stones that have been taken from are those 
without traditional headstones, but which 
instead have large marble slabs forming a border.

Father Cox said: “It is a despicable act of dese¬ 
cration, it desecrates the memory of the departed 
and causes distress and misery to the families and 
others who regularly visit the churchyard. 

“I can think of a few words to describe the cul¬ 
prits, but they are not words appropriate for a 
family newspaper. My hope is the guilty party will 
reflect on what they have done and return what 
they have stolen.” 

A wheelbarrow was also discovered in the car 
park, and Father Cox believes it may have been 
used to transport the stones to a vehicle.

Restoration 
completed on 
canal viaduct 

WORK has been completed on a £120,000 
project aimed at stopping water leaking 
from a Grade II listed aqueduct in Great 
Barr. 

Campaigners called for action after water 
ran from the aqueduct onto Spouthouse 
Lane, Hamstead, causing potholes in the 
roadway and dangerous icicles in the winter. 

The work had been expected to cost 
£20,000, but it rose due to the complexity of 
the scheme on the 169-year-old aqueduct. 

But ward councillor David Hosell wel¬ 
comed the completion of the four-week 
project, saying it was vital for the long-term 
future of the aqueduct. 

Specialists drilled 150mm to 200mm deep 
holes at the edge of the towpath alongside 
the aqueduct and injected them with a resin. 

Once set, the silicone resin should fill any 
small holes within the brickwork and 
prevent any further leaks and water seeping 
out. The project has been carried out by the 
Canal and River Trust. 

Councillor Hosell said: “We are really 
pleased it has been completed and so far it 
looks like it is working so we are delighted. 

“Water had been leaking for such a long 
time and the road had to be relaid because of 
the damage caused over the years.” 

He added: “The canal runs through Great 
Barr, the Yew Tree estate and Hamstead and 
it is well used by the local residents.”

Nursery to appeal after 
Ofsted drops its rating 


A NURSERY in Rowley Regis 
has vowed to make improve¬ 
ments after it was rated as 
‘inadequate’ by Ofsted, but 
said it will also be appealing 
some of the inspectors’ 
judgements. 

The watchdog said children attend¬ 
ing Rowley Village Nursery received 
‘inadequate support’ to help them get 
ready for going to school. 

Inspectors also had concerns over 
staffing levels at the nursery - high¬ 
lighting one instance when only one 
member of staff was left to care for 11 
children. 

Ofsted has issued enforcement 
action against the nursery to improve 
staffing levels and behaviour manage¬ 
ment plans as quickly as possible. 

The nursery has now said the 
grading was ‘disappointing’, and it 
accepts there are areas where it needs 
to improve. 

Ensuring 

However, bosses have said they will 
appeal some judgements which they 
have labelled as ‘not a fair and reason¬ 
able assessment’. 

A statement from Prima Healthcare 
Limited, which manages the Carlyle 
Road nursery which has served the 
community for 15 years, said: “The 
judgements and overall grading result¬ 
ing from this most recent inspection of 
our nursery has come as a disappoint¬ 
ment. 

“We do recognise that Ofsted have 
an important role to play in ensuring 
that nursery and school facilities are 
organised and operated to the very 
highest standards to ensure that chil¬ 
dren are well cared for. They must also 
have opportunities to learn and

develop in a safe and nurturing envi¬ 
ronment where parents can be assured 
that their children are provided with 
the very best care. 

“The Ofsted report does include 
some judgements which in our opinion 
are not a fair and reasonable assess¬ 
ment of the service we provide and we 
are in the process of appealing against 
these. 

“However, the report also includes 
judgements about some policies and 
procedures where we accept there is a 
need for improvement. 

“Indeed, in a child-centred environ¬ 
ment, a continual process of review 
and improvement is an integral part of 
the operation - which we do in fact 
strive to maintain. 

“We are fortunate to have the long¬ 
standing support of Sandwell Early 


Years & Childcare Services for which 
we are enormously grateful. 

“Work on those improvements 
requested by Ofsted is already well 
advanced and we will be requesting 
Ofsted to conduct a follow-up inspec¬ 
tion at the earliest opportunity in an 
effort to ensure Rowley Village 
Nursery can be re-graded to a 
minimum of ‘good’, which is in line 
with our past performance and future 
expectations.” 

Around 60 children aged up to five 
attend the nursery, which has slipped 
from a satisfactory ranking at its last 
inspection in September 2012. 

Ofsted inspector Christine Arm¬ 
strong said in the report the inspection 
on July 11 took place following con¬ 
cerns received by the body that there 
was inadequate staffing at the nursery.

A nation tunes in to see 
a new star being born 


Y ou can tell when summer is 
almost over because ITV 
bombard us with ads for 
juggernaut talent search The X Factor. 

Yes, we know it feels like the last 
one only finished a few weeks ago; 
our optic nerves are still recovering 
from the retina-searing fireworks and 
pyrotechnics of the 2012 contest. 

Amazingly that was last December, 
and as the year has zipped by faster 
than Simon Cowell on a jet ski, it’s 
time to face the music once more. 

The last series was plagued by 
stories about falling ratings and Nicole 
Scherzinger’s risque comments, not to 
mention the occasional falling-out 
between the judges, but that’s what 
the show’s always been about. 

Behind the scenes, Cowell is keen 
to ensure the show stays in the 
headlines from now until that pre- 
Christmas finale. 

To be fair, these first few episodes 
are usually TV gold as we witness 
more deluded wannabe acts given 
their shot at the big time, while some 
turns with genuine talent attempt to 
overcome their nerves in the hope of 
winning the nation’s hearts. 


And it’s not always the winners of 
this show who become the biggest 
stars. After all, runners-up Oily Murs, 
One Direction and Union J 
(shamelessly shoehorned into Kick 
Ass 2 recently) have all seen their 
careers go through the roof. 

Once more we welcome Gary 
Barlow, Nicole Scherzinger, and 
original series judges Sharon 
Osbourne and Louis (‘I’m still here!’) 
Walsh. 

“Music has to be from the soul, it 
has to be about learning your craft,” 
enthused Louis a few weeks before 
TXF’s inaugural run. 

“I don’t want these people to think 
they can just walk into a television 
show and become a star. It doesn’t 
happen like that. You have to be 
good.” 

Well, good at brightening up a dull 
Saturday night if nothing else. 

After all, Jedward weren’t blessed 
with great singing voices, and they’ve 
gone on to carve a lucrative career for 
themselves. And 2012’s breakthrough 
star Rylan Clark was the first to admit 
he was no great shakes in the vocals 
department. 


It didn’t matter a jot. The audience 
loved him, and after winning Celebrity 
Big Brother earlier this year, he went 
on to host Big Brother’s Bit on the 
Side, and is now favourite to join the 
cast of I’m A Celebrity... when that 
returns in a few weeks. 

Because of TXF 2012’s relatively 
poor ratings, there have been a few 
tweaks to this year’s format. 

It will be shown twice a week with 
Saturdays initially dedicated to the 
closed room auditions (like the first 
five years of the show).

Then 
this is the show for you. Sadly Stephen Fry has 
moved on, but IT Crowd veteran Richard Ayoade is 
not a bad choice to fill his shoes. For this new run, 
he’ll be testing all the prototypes and gizmos he 
can get his hands on, as well as developing his 
own problem-solving contraptions.

Adding oomph to Focus and Fiesta ST 



FORD’S critically acclaimed Focus 
ST and Fiesta ST hot hatches just 
got hotter with the introduction of 
official Mountune upgrades. 

The packages are developed by race engine 
and road-car performance specialist Moun¬ 
tune, and boost output from the Focus ST’s 2.0- 
litre EcoBoost engine to 275PS - 10PS more 
than a Porsche Boxster which costs £15,000 
more (£38,237).

Ultimatum to Anelka over decision on future 


ALBION boss Steve Clarke has given 
Nicolas Anelka an ultimatum over his 
future as he launched a transfer search for a 
new goalkeeper. 

The Baggies boss was set to increase the 
pressure on Anelka for a decision on his pro¬ 
posed retirement with just five days to go 
until the transfer deadline. 

With Anelka out indefinitely and fellow 
forward Matej Vydra expected to miss 
Sunday’s Premier League visit of Swansea, 
Clarke was at least handed some good news 
thanks to rookie striker Saido Berahino. 

The 20-year-old, who left war-torn 
Burundi when he was just 10 and has since

been called up for England’s Under-21s, 
scored a 31-minute hat-trick as the Baggies 
saw off League Two Newport in the Capital 
One Cup second round. 

However, if that at least provided Clarke 
with food for thought, the Baggies boss 
seems set to be busier than he thought in the 
last days of the transfer window. 

As well as a striker, Albion’s last-ditch 
hunt for reinforcements has been extended 
to goalkeepers after No.l Ben Foster was 
ruled out for up to three months with a 


stress fracture to his foot. Anelka has been 
missing since leaving the club on compas¬ 
sionate leave after telling staff at the 
Baggies training ground he wanted to retire 
just one game into his Baggies career. 

“I’m conscious that time is short and it’s 
something I will be trying to address today,” 
said Clarke. “We have to arrange a meeting 
as quickly as we can to get it sorted. I have 
to sit down and speak to Nicolas. 

“We have to get in touch with him or he 
has to get in touch with us to see how he is 
and where he’s at. As quickly as possible, we 
need to have that chat.” 

Anelka is believed to be at his home in 


London but the Baggies will demand an 
urgent meeting with the 34-year-old, who 
was hit hard by the death of friend and agent 
Eric Manasse. 

Meanwhile, Foster’s injury has further 
complicated the Baggies’ hunt for signings 
which had previously centered around strik¬ 
ers and wingers. 

“It’s important I have experienced cover,” 
said Clarke. “Boaz is fit and he was only on 
the bench against Newport because he’s 
only trained for one day. Luke came in under 
pressure at the weekend at Everton and I 
thought he deserved his chance. I thought 
he was good.”
